NO PLASTERED CEILINGS 
IN SALEM ST. SCHOOL? 


By taking advantage of every- 
economy, including not plast- 
ering the ceilings of the 
classrooms, the new Inter- 
mediate School, off Salem St. 
can be built within the appro- 
priation of $1,057,000, the 
Permanent Building Committee 
was told, last week. 

Not plastering the ceilings 
would mean an increase noise 
level, perhaps poorer lighting 
and certainly more maintain- 
ance costs, the architect told 
the Permanent Building Commi t- 
tee. The underfloor section of 
the rooms above would have to 
be painted, and painting would 
be more difficult because of 
the comers. 
jhe architect’ s message found 
the Permanent Building Oommit- 
tee divided in opinions. 

$50,000 had been lopped off 
the money that the Permanent 


Building Committee had asked 
for, in the Town Meeting. The 
@ppropriation was reduced this 
amount at the recommendation 
of the Finmce Committee. 

PBC member Joseph Courtney 
told the meeting, last Thurs- 
day, that ‘The tom voted that 
we were to build a school for 
this money, and if it is pos- 
sible to do so we should. 
Other members of the commit- 


tee disagreed. 

Raymond McClure stated ‘I 
don’ t want to start building a 
million dollar school with on- 
ly $1,000 or $2,000 as a mar- 
gin - anything can happen 
while we are building it’. 

Paul Niles, Secretary, added, 
‘Yes, we will have to go back 
to the tom md get more money 
before this is over - so.we 
skimp now and then get the mo- 
ney, and the result will be a 
poorer building.’ 

He pointed out that even with 
one or two thousand dollars to 
spare the committee had no 
knowledge of how much it was 
going to cost to move, or to 
build anew home, for the Co- 
wie family. 

The Cowie home is on the 
school site, and must be moved 
to another site, by tow vote. 
The moving is to be in charge 
of the Selectmen, and was es- 
timated to cost $12,000. Re- 
cent figures show that the 
cost may be higher thm this. 
The meeting broke up without 
any decision on the part of 
the P. B.C.
